REDUCED 
RAILROAD 
RATES. 


Attorney« Tell the W estern Passenger 
Association It Can Grant Them. 
Chicago, April 10.—The legal advis­ 
ers of the W estern roads have advised 
the com m ittee th a t is now w orking on 
the new agreem ent of the W estern Pas­ 
senger association th a t there is nothing 
in the decision of the suprem e court to 
prevent the roads from granting re ­ 
duced 
rates w henever 
they choose. 
They base this assertion upon the su­ 
prem e court decision w hich stated that 
the reasonableness or unreasonableness 
of the rates did not enter into consider­ 
ation at all. 
There could not be any 
agreem ent w hich did not to a certain 
extent interfere w ith the freedom of 
action of all the roads parties to it. Ju st 
in proportion to the extent w hich it did 
so interfere w ith individual action it 
was a restriction of trade and therefore 
unlaw ful. 
Therefore, no agreem ent of 
auy kind affecting com petitive rates 
could be legally made. 
Now tho rail­ 
road attorneys reason th a t any agree­ 
m ent that does not restrict the action 
of any of the roads is not unlaw ful and 
th a t it does not become unlaw ful until 
it does so restrict.

L ittle Roca, Ark., April IO.—Gover­ 
nor Jones has received a letter from 
people at Island 73, W hite river, in 
which it is said that the people there 
are in imminent danger of perishing. 
The inhabitant# are on housetops or 
raft# and all m anner of floats aud are 
entirely without food. 
There are said 
to be 85 families around the island, and 
the letter states that miles# they receive 
immediate succor they will certain!} 
perish. One family near the ialuud has 
just lost six children in the flood. 
Another letter from C. B. Blackburn, 
inspector of Laconia levee district gives 
a graphic description of the sufferings 
of the victims of the flood in that dis­ 
trict and urges the governor to help 
render them assistance. 
At Dawson’s 
landing 125 people are destitute and in 
immediate need of food; 40 at Avenue, 
50 or 70 at Ferguson landing. 150 at 
Minor Knowlton, 175 at Henrico and 
200 at Laconia. 
The appeals were re­ 
ferred to the relief committee. 
Secre­ 
tary Alger telegraphed Governor Jones 
asking for information as to where ra­ 
tions should be sent for distribution. 
The governor replied that the relief 
committee preferred money aud asked 
that money be sent instead of rations.

Condition In tho Dvlta I* Practically 
Dacha* gad. 
Memphis. Tenu,, April IO.—N otw ith­ 
standing the high winds aud heavy rain 
storm reported from the overflowed 
Mississippi delta the situation in the 
flood stricken section if not better, is 
certainly no worse. 
The water which 
has been pouring through 
five big 
crevasses for more than a week i- rapid­ 
ly flowing into the Mississippi again 
north of Vicksburg and is sweeping 
southward with terrible force. 
The 
strain on the Louisiana levees will be 
something terrific for a week and if 
they will stand the powerful pressure 
few that length of time all will be well. 
The Sunflower river which traverses 
the counties of Coahoma, B diver and 
Sunflower, in Mississippi, is on a ram p­ 
age. 
Two thirds of the water from the 
Flower lake crevasse is rushing pell 
mell into this stream and a lame area 
will be inundated from the overflow. 
Tne Tallahatchie and Coldwater rivers 
are gradually falling. 
At Helena the river is slowly falling. 
and indications are- that the big stre am 
will continue to decline. 
The back 
waters below the Arkansas Midland 
les£«* are on a stand. 
The number of 
refugees are im-reasiug at Helena a1 
most every hoar. 
The steamer Maud 
arrived there last night with more than 
IOO flood sufferers, swelling the list a1 - 
ready there to 3,(KHI jieople. 
In the Bogue Phaiia country m oth 
suffering is reported. 
Members of the 
Rosedale relief committee are visiting 
that section today distributing provis­ 
ions to the needy. 
At Memphis the river continues to 
fall. The railroad#, w ith one exception. 
are again open for business and in good 
shap© and all trains are being run on 
schedule time. 
Many dispatches from 
Memphis have stated that the Iron 
Mountain was the only line entering the 
city from the west side. 
This is er­ 
roneous. 
The (jottonbelt railway has 
been open during the high water in Ar­ 
kansas. dispatching its trains promptly 
and regularly. 
By raising the tracks 
in the vicinity of Bird’s Point, opposite 
Cairo, the rood has had an uninter­ 
rupted service to and from St. Louis.

It is well known that there are a 
number of dangerous trades which give 
rise to serious discases; but, as a m atter 
of fact, almost every occupation has 
some ailment peculiar to itself.

tor can always tell if his patient is a 
baker, for instance, by the state of his 
teeth. 
The flour dust collects on tho 
teeth, becomes acid and gives rise to a 
special kind of decay. Bakers, ow ing to 
their irregular life, sleeping in the day 
and w ork mg at night, aud because of the 
hot air and dust, are great victims to 
consumption. 
Blacksmiths, strong as 
they are, very often suffer from paraly­ 
sis of the whole right side from the con­ 
tinuous shork of hammering, aud their 
eyes become weak from the glare of the 
Are. Athletes, strange to say, do not, as a 
rule,enjoy long life. Professional boxers, 
wrestlers, gymnasts, cyclists, are short 
lived and suffer from enlargement of 
the heart and diseases of the lungs 
Boilermakers get deaf from the contin 
ual loud noise.
